The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: See 
applicants' arguments relating to the fact that in the examples of the reference that the 
boron containing intermediate is a naphthyridinone amide while applicants' boron 
containing intermediate is a naphthyridinone ester. Also note that in the Scheme 1 of 
the reference that when the naphthyridinone ester is used as the intermediate that the 
boron containing group is not on it but on the other reactant. Further note the difference 
in the conversion of the naphthyridinone ester X to the naphthyridinone amide I. In the 
reference after hydrolysis to the carboxylic acid, the acid is converted to the acid halide 
or anhydride while in the instant case it is converted directly to the amide.
